Washington, March 15.—(Special.)—By a 
majority of thirteen the senate this after- 
noon passed the Bland silver seigniorage 
bill. 

All the democrats except ten voted for 
it. Added to these were the three populists 
and cleven republicans. Among the latter 
was Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania. His 
colleague, Senator Cameron, was in favor 
of it but was absent and it was found im- 
possible to get a pair for him, though it 
eould have been done had Senator Hill, who 
was paired with Senator Dixon, transferred 
his pair. But the New York senator did 
mot do this. He seemed to preter not to 
vote. The silver men called it a dodge, but 
Hill denies it, claiming that he was paired 
for the bill. 

Both Georgia senators were present and 
voted for the bill. The ten democrats who 
voted against the bill were, Brice, Catfrey, 
ef J.ouisiana; Gibson, Gorman, McPherson, 
Mitchell, of Wisconsin; Murphy, Palmer, 
Smith and Vilas. 

Whe President in a Pickle. 

The bill goes to the president tomorrow. 
Already Mr. Cleveland is in a pickle over 
it. No man knows whether he will sign or 
veto it. Mr. Cleveland, himself, don’t know. 
Mr. Bland and numbers of democratic con- 
gressmen were at the white house today to 
urge him to sign it, but Mr. Cleveland gave 
no indication of what he would do. Per- 
sonaliy, he does not want to sign it. At the 
Same time he Knows the great majority of 
his party wants him to do so. He feels 
that he shoulkl not repudiate the acts of 
the party as wpresented in congress, yet he 
doesn’t want to sign it. And added to this 
is a powerful pressure upon him to veto it. 
This pressure comes from New York. lt 
comes from the men who are closest of all 
to him and Secretary Carlisie. It comes 
from the men who bought the recent $v,000,- 
000. issue of bonds. 

Wall Street Expects Him to Veto It. 

Tt may not be generally known, but it is 
a fact that the president and Secretary 
Carlisle were in a great quandary over that 
bond issue. They feared at one time that 
this issue would not be placed. The New 
‘York bankers and capitalists at first pre- 
tended they did not want them. They used 
@s an argument against the valuc of the 
bonds the possibility that congress might 
g€0 and pass a free coinage bill and flood 
the country with silver, and should that be 
the case they wanted none of the bonds. 
Later they came forward with the state- 
ment that they would take the bonds with 
the understanding that the administration 
should feel under such obligation to them as 
to stand in the way and biock further sil- 
ver legislation. Now, these men say to Mr. 
Cleveland, “‘We helped you out of your 
bond difficulty. If you sign this seigniorage 
bill you decrease the value of our bonds. 
By signing it, you will exhibit a disposition 
to injure us-~to turn on the people who came 
to your rescuc.’” 

Oniy ‘ten Days to Consider. 

Of course, such argument is bosh. ‘These 
very men wlhfo took the bonds have been 
scheming for a vear to have them issued. 
They would have gobbled up twice as 
many. They want more now, but they 
don’t want silver. They don’t want the 
country to have any more money. Whether 
they be as strong with the president now 
as they omce were, remains to be seen. 
Whether the president will sign the bill 
and gratify his party or whether he will 
veto it at ih® dictation of the alleged finan- 
ciers of New York, the future only will 
tell. He cat hold the bill but ten days. In 
that time he must act. It is not considered 
probable that he wiil ict it become a law 
without his signature. That would bring 
him into disrepute with all who are inter- 
ested. Therefore it is believed he will eith- 
er sign cr véto it. Maybé he will sign it. 

Let the Boys Go.

All the 
principal armies of the world have been in- 
vited to send cavalry representatives.

A Talk with Ben Russell. 

In speaking about the general condition of 
affairs political today Colonel Ben Russell 
expressed himself this way: 

“L am satisfied that it is the honest in- 
tention of the great majority of the demo- 
Crats in congress to carry out in _its_en- 
tirety the Chicago platform, upon which 
the present administration and congress 
were elected. In accordance with the re- 
quirements of that instrument the Sherman 
law has been repealed, the infamous federal 
election laws have been repealed, a reform 
tariff bill has passed the house and a bill 
to coin all of the silver bullion in the treas- 
ury has passed both house and senate. Now, 
if the 10 per cent tax on state banks can be 
repealed, or greatly modified, I see no rea- 
son why the democracy cannot appeal to 
the country for a continuation of power 
With perfect confidence. 

“The extraordinary and the present ses- 
Sion of congress have fully demonstrated 
that the Stronghold of democracy lies in 
the south and west. Upor most economic 
questions these two sections stand together, 
while the northern democrats, as a rule, 
favor the republican attitude. Particularly 
in the fight for the coinage of the silver 
Seigniorage did the northern and eastern 
u“emocrats show that they had no sympathy 
with their party friends from the south and 
the west. It was by their refusal to vote 
to .make a quorum that the house stood 
deadlocked for three weeks on the Bland 
bill. They went boldly over to the repub- 
licans for the. time, and took their filibus- 
tering orders direct from Tom Reed. Let 
us hope that when the Wilson tariff bill, 
and other salutary democrati- measures, 
become operative in those sections repre- 
sented now by recalcitrant democrats 
they will see the error of their way and re- 
turn to the fold, 

Silver in the Future. 

“Yes, the ailver question will be one of 
the most all-important in the next cam- 
paign and for years to come. I believe that 
a majority of the American people desire 
the coinage of silver to the greatest extent 
consistent with a sound currency: The sil- 
ver plank in the Chicago platform and 
nothing less will satisfy them. The Bland 
bil, just passed both houses of congress, is 
a step in the right direction. 

“What will the president do? So far he 
has officially agreed with his party on the 
silver question in his approval of the re- 
peal of the Sherman law. His action on the 
Bland bill, which he will doubtless have 
the opportunity of vetoing, will fully dem- 
onstrate his position. Mr. Cleveland is a 
great man, but I take it that the democratic 
party is infinitely greater. For myself, Il 
am in favor of carrying out to the very let- 
ter every plank, promise and principle con- 
tained in the Chicago platform, and I be- 
lieve it is the duty of every member of the 
party, from the president of the United 
States down to the humbiest voter, to as- 
sist in maintaining them. 

“The next house of representatives under 
the next administration will be democratic 
if congress will keep in the path of that 
duty it was elected to perform. There is no 
alarming significance in these off-year clec- 
tions. When the issue is made up and the 
lion of democracy becomes aroused there 
will be no doubt as to the result. The over- 
whelming majority of 1882 cannot be dissi- 
pated in so short a time. uniess we become 
a set of natural born foo!s.”’

THE SOUTH. 
Large Sales of Property Reported—New 

Industries. 

Baitimore, Md., March 15.—The Manu- 
facturers’ Record, in its weekly summary 
of the business conditions of the south, 
says: 

“One of the noticeable features of the 
business interests of the south is the unus- 
ually large number of capitalists and home- 
seekers who are now investigating the re- 
sources and attractions of this section, and 
is being followed by some large sales of 
property and extensive colonization pro- 
jects. Many reports to The Manufacturers’ 
Record complain of the injury to business 
by the tariff agitation and in some indus- 
tries there is:much uncertainty as to the 
future on this account, but on the whole 
the south shows a gradual improvement, 
with more disposition to take up new en- 
terprises. There is considerable activity 
in public improvement matters, including 
waterworks, electric light works and sew- 
erage systems, and reports for the week 
show: such enterprises for one town in 
Maryland, one in Arkansas, three in Flori- 
da, one in Louisiana, one in Missouri, one 
in Tennessee, seven in Texas, two in Vir- 
ginia and one in Kentucky. Among the im- 
portant industrial enterprises reported for 
the week 2re a $500,000 lumber company in 
Maryland, a $100,000 lumber company in 
West Virginia, a sawmill of 60,000 feet daily 
capacity in Georgia, several planing milis 
in other states, a shoe factory in Virginia, 
three tobacco factories in North Carolina, 
a furniture factory in Norfolk, a 250-ton 
ice factory in Dallas, an ice factory -in 
North Carolina, fire brick works in Ala- 
bama, flour mills, a paper mill, a soap fac- 
tory and a number of other enterprises in 
different states. Notwithstanding the gen- 
eral depression in railroad matters, several 
railroad projects, some of considerable im- 
portance, are taking shape for active con- 
structive work. ‘The total production of 
eoal in he south in 1893 was 27,700,000 tons, 
against 24,900,000 in 1892 and 15,200,000 tons in 


1887.”

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AN OLD MAN'S FOLLY. 


Infatuated with a Schoolgirl He Dis- 
graces Himself and Her. | 


SHE TRUSTED HIM FOR -YRARS 


That Attempt to Connect Colonel 
Swope with Madeline Fails. — 


RODES WAS A POOR DUPE OF HERS 


While He Was Paying for Her Educa- 
tion She Was in Love with the Elo- 
quent Colonel Breckinridge. 


Washington, March 15.—Miss Pollard en- 
tered the circuit courtrooms this morning 
just as the crier rapped for order and be- 
gan his “‘oyez.’’ She was accompanied by 
Miss Ellis, the elderly lady from the Epis- 
copal house of mercy. 

All the attorneys in the case were present 
when Miss Pollard entered. Colonel Breckin- 
ridge had come a minute before and took 
his usual seat immediately behind the plain- 
tiff. As usual the courtroom was well filled. 

A colored woman from Lexington, Ky., 
Sarah Guest, dressed in deep mourning, 
was the first witness. She is the woman 
whose deposition was objected toa few duys 
ago by the defense. Her examination was 
conducted by Mr. Farrell, who was the at- 
torney for Miss Pollard in Lexington 

Sarah Guest was questioned minutely con- 
cerning her life and antecedents; how long 
she had lived in Lexington and other ques- 
tions of a personal character. She Knew 
Colonel Breckinridge, she said, ever since 
she was a little girl. She had lived in Lex- 
ington for twenty-five years. The witness 
identified Colonel Breckinridge and Miss 
Pollard. 

The substance of her testimony was to 
the effect that she kept an assignation 
house; that Breckinridge brought Miss Pol- 
lard to her house the first time about ten 
years ago, to remain from Friday until. Mon- 
day; ihat the witness objected to so long 
a stay; that Breckinridge overrode her ob- 
jections and the girl remained; that Breck- 
inridge visited her each day and evening; 
she had heard Breckinridge tell Miss Made- 
line that she must get breakfast early and 
“get down there’ to meet Mr. Rhodes on 
Monday night. 

She Looked Like a School Girl. 

Mr. Farrell asked if there was anythirg 
about Miss Pollard’s appearanc> that indi- 
cated her age, and after an objection to this 
by Mr. Shelby had been overruled, the wit- 
ness answered that her dress came to her 
shoe tops. She looked like a school girl 
bat ween seventeen and eighteen years old. 
Sometimes she wore her hair in a plait and 
sometimes on top of her head. 

Led by Mr. Farrell the witness said Col- 
onel Breckinridge and Miss Pollard came 
back to her -house a year Iter. Colonel 
Breckinridge had come to the witness a 
year ago last summer and asked her to 
take Miss Pollard, but she had refused, say- 
ng. ‘she didn't keep no company nd@w.”’ 

Colonel Breckinridge. had’ come tv her 
again last fall, after the suit was filed, 
and asked her not to testify against him, 
and also to keep Mary Scott and Mary Wil- 
s0r, Who had lived at her house, out of 
the way, because he didn’t want her to get 
them. 

“Did he ever mention the name of a man 
in connectioa with Miss Pollard?” asked 
Mr. Farrell. 

“Yes sir; he asked me if Miss Pollard had 
ever com. to my house witt: Colonel Swope. 
I told him she had never been there with 
Colonel Swope.”’ 

Colonel Swope was killed by Colonel Cas- 
Sius Goodloe, in Lexington, some years 
ago and a story was circulatec a few 
months since connecting his name with that 
of Miss Pollard. This story was indignantly 
denied by Colonel Swope’s relatives and no 
evidence to support it was ever brought 
to light. 

“How many times was Colonel Breekin- 
ridge at your house with Miss Pollard?’ 
asked Mr. Farrell. 

“About fifty times.’’: 

“Over how many years did these visits ex- 
tend?’’ 

“Over about three or four years.” 

Mr. Shelby conducted the cross-examina- 
tion of Sarah Guest. He waded right in 
without preliminaries. 

the Laugh on Farrell, 

“Sarah,” he said, “how many years have 
you been keeping an assignation house in 
Lexington?’ 

Sarah hesitated and appeared embarrass- 
ed, and finally said ‘about eight or nine 
years.”’ 

‘How long have you known Mr. Farrell :”’ 

“Ever since he was a »-ung man grow- 
ing up,” and a smile went round the court- 
room at Mr. Farreli's expense. 

When Mr. Claude de LaRoache Francis 
was on the stand a few days ago he stated 
that he had met Miss Pollard at No. 25 
LaFayette square, in this city, where she 
boarded. 

Mrs. Lucretia Marie Minear, who leases 
No. 2, and keeps boarders there, was the 
next witness, and she gave testimony con- 
cerning Miss Pollard’s residence with her, 
but there was nothing in the testimony that 
was of particular significance. 

A lady who gave her name as Mrs. Kate 
W. Burte, a clerk in the general land oftice, 
was the next witness. 

“Do you know Miss Madeline Pollard?’ 
asked Judge Wilson. 

“I have heard of her,” said the witness. 

“But do you know her?” . 

‘Is Miss Pollard here?’ asked Mrs. Burte. 

Recognized by Mrs. Barte. : 

Miss Pollard had not returned, so Mr. 
Carlisle went for her, and while he was 
gone Mrs. Burte said she had boarded in a 
house at the corner of Thirteenth and L 
streets, in this city, and while there had 
seen 2 young woman whom she believed to 
be Miss Pollard, but she was not certain 
on that point. 

When Miss Pollard returned to the court- 
room Mrs. Burte recognized her. Miss Pol- 
lard had lived at the Thirteenth street 
house about 1887 for about ten days. She 
was there under the name of Mrs. Foster. 


‘ Mrs. Burte had seen Colonel Breckinridge 


at the house once, but merely at the door. 
“Do you know what Miss Pollard’s con- 
dition was at that time—that she was about 
to become a mother?” asked Judge Wilson, 
and Mrs. Burte nodded assent. 
Cross-examined by Colonel Thompson for 
the defense, Mrs. Burte said when Colonel 
Breckinridge came to the house she heard 
him inquire for Sam Walter, of Kentucky, 
who boarded there, but who was absent at 
the time. Colonel Breckinridge had gone 


up stairs to ‘Mrs. Foster's room. but she 

did not know how long he remained there. 
The opening of a deposi which Mr. 

Carlisle began to read was -the signal for 

an exodus from the courtroom, 

Mrs. Ketcham’s Deposition, 


The deposition was that of Mrs, A. M. 
Ketcham, of Lexington, Ky., who knew 
Miss Pollard during 1884, 1885 and 1886, when 
she boarded at Mrs. Ketcham’s house while 
attending Sayre institute in that town. 
James C. Rodes called regularly every three 
weeks at Mrs. Ketcham’'s house to see Miss 
Pollard, and her mother came once or twice 
while she was there. The deponent did not 
see any signs about Miss Pollard that indi- 
cated that she was about to become or had 
become a mother. ge. 3, 0 

Mrs. Ketcham was ‘Asked if Professor 
James Lane Allen, the Kentucky novelist, 
had called on Miss Pollard at her house, but 
the deponent did not remember having seen 
him. . 

The reading of Mrs. Ketcham’s deposition 
was continued after the recess, It was 
shown by the deposition that an attempt 
had been made, through questions asked 
the deponent during her examination, to 
implicate Colonel Swope and other citizens 
of Lexington with Miss Pollard, but Mrs. 
Ketcham's answers were all to the effect 
that Miss Pollard had acted in a modest 
manner, as a chaste and good girl. 

To the knowledge of Mrs. Ketcham Col- 
do: el Swope had never come to her house 
to see Miss Pollard. When Miss Pollard 
came to board with the deponent in 1884 
she wore dresses to the top of her shoes, 
and was apparently a young school girl. 

Mrs. Ketcham also testified that Colonel 
Breckinridge had a room at her house for 
a short time while Miss Pollaré was there. 

Mr. Farrell, the young lawyer for the 
plaintiff from Lexington, read the deposi- 
tion of Mrs. Mary F. Hoyt, sister of Mrs. 
Ketcham, who testified that Miss Pollard 
told her that she had agreed to marry 
James C. Rodes on condition that he paid 
for her education. , 

Miss Pollard was absent from Lexington 
from July 6th to September.2, 1886, saying 
she had gone with her aunt. 

“Did you know Colonel A. M. Swope?” 
was asked the deponent. 

**Yes.’’ 

“Did he call on Miss Pollard?’ 

“To my knowledge he never called on 
Miss Pollard while she was at my house.” 

Miss Pollard, said the deponent, occu- 
pied a down stairs room leading to the 
Street, but Mrs. Hoyt did not think that 
Miss Pollard could have received any visi- 
tors there without her knowledge. Like her 
sister, Mrs. Hoyt never noticed anything 
about. Miss Pollard that was not proper. 
Miss Pollard had left the Sayre institute 
because of humiliation over the action of 
Mr. Rodes in telling the principal there that 
he was paying for Miss Pollard’s tuition on 
| condition that she would marry him. 

As u Pupil. 

The deposition of Major H. B. McClel- 
land, principal of the Sayre Female insti- 
tute, where Miss Pollard was a pupil, was 
next read. The major produced the schoo! 
records, which showed, that Miss Pollard 
was absent a great deal @uring Wer first 
year at the schook-scmetifeesa or a-week at 
a time. The deponent did not know of any 
acquaintanceship between Colonel. Breckin- 
ridge and Miss Pollard, and he had never 
geen anything about her to excite surprise 
as to her chastity. 

The court adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The Defendant Is Cool. 

The extraordinary composure and indiffer- 
ence of Colonel Breckinridge during the 
trial of the breach of promise case here is 
remarked by every one. He has daily faced 
between 300 and 400 persons without a blush 
or the slightest embarrassment while wit- 
ness after witness related the revolting re- 
lations he bore to the woman now suing 
him. It is said that. no person in the court- 
room has showi: less emotion than he, ana 
such an exhibition of calmness has never 
been witnessed here. Colonel Breckinridge 
is a man fifty-seven years of age, the son 
of one of the most famous preachers and 
theologians of the Presbyterian church, a 
nephew of John C. Breckinridge. who was 
vice president of the United States when 
the war broke out, and a brother of Gen- 
eral Joseph C. Breckinridge, inspector gen- 
eral of the United States army. 

There has never been in congres® a man 
who enjoyed the respect and confidence of 
associates and the public generally to 
a greater degree than he, and although 
there have been whispers about his rela- 
tions with Miss Pollard for several years, 
while she was a clerk in the departments 
here under his patronage and protection, it 
was usually dismissed as iate gossip, be- 
cause he was supposed to Le beyond the 
reach of any such scandal. 

From the time Genera! Garfield left the 
house of representatives until Bourke Cock- 
ran appeared in that body Colonel Breckin- 
ridge was the orator par excellence, and 
there has been a very narrow margin be- 
tween the number of his admirers and 
those who think Mr. Cockran surpasses 
him in oratorical ability. He is the man 
who was selected to deliver the oration at 
the dedication of the world’s fair buildings 
and was impelled to resign because of the 
criticism he received for voting against the 
exposition appropriation. He is a man of 
striking appearance, large frame, graceful 
and dignified carriage, and a-ruddy com- 
plexion which offers a striking contrast to 
his snowy hair and beard.. His eyes are 
a dark gray and he always wears a pleas- 
ant smile. There is no man in Washington 
of more pleasing manners or affable dispo- 
sition.

Governoe Waite, of Colorado, Fills Den- 
ver with Soldiers, 


AIS LIFE (IS THREATENED BY THE MOB 


City Officials Have SBarricaded 
Themselves in the City Hall. 


WAITE SAYS HE WILL FIRE ON THEM 


United States Troops Are on fhe Scene. 
Police Are Heavily Armed—The 
Governor Keeps Close. 


Denver, Col., March 15.—The political 
fight waged by Governor Waite, culminat- 
ed today in most exciting scenes and mob 
violence was imminent many times during 
the day. Fortunately the common citizen 
was calm and collected and the prompt 
action of leading citizens in leaving their 
business eand appearing in solid bodies to 
beg for time to consider the situation care- 
fully, caused a delay that probably pre- 
vented bloodshed, rioting and the assassi- 
nation of Governor Waite. 

In all probability had a shot been fired, 
a mob would have quickly formed that 
would have captured the governor before 
officia! assistance could have reached him. 

At 6 o’clock the intelligence that the 
governor had called upon General McCook 
to preserve the peace settled all fears of 
a contest between the militia and the police 
backed by as fearless a lot of deputies 
sworn in by the sheriff as could possibly 
be gathered together. 

“Soapy” Smith’s crowd of sports had 
been sworn in as deputies and they were 
placed at the hall to await orders. From 
2 o'clock until long after dark a dense 
mass of humanity was packed in front of 
the city hall and upon the streets adja- 
cent. They cheered and chaffed and joked, 
yet did not hesitate to express indignation 
at the situation. On Fourteenth street, the 
first regiment of the Colorado National 
Guards stood flanking the Chaffe Light Ar- 
tillery, consisting of four Gatling guns, 
with caissons filled with ammunition. Their 
position commanded the entire front of the 
hall and at one time the militia was under 
motion to attack the hall when the arrival 
of Secreary Lorenz with a message from 
the governor stayed the attack. This was 
for a half hour’s delay to permit another 
conference looking toward a peaceful set- 
tlement. From that time on until the 
United States troops were called out, the 
most intense anxiety prevailed. All sorts 
of rumors floated about. 

Why He Threntened to Fire. 

The sheriff issued an order to arrest the 
militia and take their arms away. A frienc 
of the deposed members of the fire and po- 


fie board went out-of the city tall to ap-’ 


ply for a warrant to arrest the governor. 
Committees of the most influential. citizens 
were arguing with the board, with the mi- 
litia, with the governor and with the po- 
lice, but nothing was accomplished. 

The governor declared that he would 
order the militia to fire on the city hall, 
regardless of the crowds of spectators and 
the police board within as solidly main- 
tained their position to resist gttack. The 
police stood with guns in hand ready to 
charge if necessary and Chief of Police 
Stone said he would die before he would 
surrender. 

Meanwhile business was practically 
suspended and the crowds gathered on 
every cornes and upon the tops of adjacent 
buildings. 

Soon after 6 o’clock this evening Chief 
of Police Stone received a telephone mes- 
sage from @eneral McCook stating that he 
had ordered troops from Fort Logan to 
protect the chief and aid him in preservinz 
order. Soon after T. M. Patterson asked, 
on behalf of the governor, for a committes 
of arbitration, but the city hall people de- 
clined the offer, saving that they made a 
similar offer early in the day and it had 


been refused. The attorney for the gov- 


ernor mame a Similar request and it was 
also declined. 

It was not until this morning that. the 
people realized the extent of the trouble 
and the determination of Governor Waite 
to have his way regardless of courts. When 
they reac in the morning papers that he 
had ordered out the militia they were loath 
to believe even then that any trouble of a 
serious nature would arise. But as the 
day passed the fears of all began to rise. 
As early as 9 o’clock this morning the curi- 
ous spectators began to assemble around 
the city hall building and by ll o’clock 
Laramie and oFurteenth streets fora block 
in each direction were literally packed. 

Arming the Police. 

At 10 o’clock two wagon loads of breech- 
loading shotguns and ammunition were un- 
loaded at police headquarters in the city 
hall. The department was now equipped 
with a shotgun and two 45-caliber Colt’s re- 
volvers for each man, in addition to the 
regulation club. A quantity of dynamite 
cartridges was also stored in the police 
vaults in readiness for any emergency. 

“We will hold the city hail against all 
attacks from the outside, ff it fakes dyna- 
mite to do it,”’ was the expression of Chief 
of Police Stone. We have 110 men on duty 
and they will be here as long as they are 
needed. If The governor wants ‘blood to 


be bridles’ we will give it to’ him, but he 


cannot have the city hall.” 
Determined to Carry His Point. 

By noon the crowd about the armory 
was nearly or quite as great as that ussem- 
bled at the city hall and when the militia- 
men began to arrive, they found it difficult 
to make their way td headquarters. 

The militia started from the armory 
promptly at 2 o’clock Adjutant General 
Tarsney was in command, assisted by Brig- 
a@@ier General Brooks.

The Cause of the Trouble. 

The history of this truoble dates back 
some weeks. The crisis was delayed by the 
governor who preferred to wait until the 
extra session was ended before he acted. 
To understand the situation it must be 
known that some years ago, the citizens 
of Denver asked the legislature to give 
them a new charter that would take the 
police, fire and. public works departments 
out of the hands of the municipality, and 
put them in the hands of boards appointed 
by the governor. It was believed that this 
would result in removing the matter from 
the corruption of politics, Governor Waite 
had shown a desire to make these depart- 
ments subserve his political ambition, and 
has tried to make all of them political 
boards, filled with populist followers. The 
board of fire and police has been changed 
repeatedly to suit his whims. 

Two members resisted, but the governor 
wen his case before the supreme court, 
which declared that he could remove for 
cause. When he demanded the removal 
of Martin and Orr recetnly, they refused to 
go until the courts should so decide. Gov- 
ernor Waite, relying upon the decision of 
the supreme court in the first case, did not 
ask of the courts how to proceed. He de- 
clared that the members hu‘ violated their 
trust by placing special policenen at gam- 
bling houses contrary to law, and he ap- 
pointed two new members. The deposed 
members applied to the district court and 
obtaine? a temporary injunction to restrain 
the governor, the mayor and he new mem- 
bers from taking possession of the office of 
the police and fire board by force. This 
was objected to, but, after arguments had 
been heard, Judge Graham declined to re- 
move the injunction. Then, after several 
davs’ deliberation, the governor decided to 
ignore the injunction and so issued, last 
night, his order to the military. 

During the excitermen: arourd the city 
hall a man named Hyles fell from his perch 
on a storm door entrance to the hall, strik- 
ing his head first upon the pavement, ffac- 
turing his skull. He will die.

The Colorado 
National Guard consists of two regiments, 
one with headquarters here and the other 
in Pueblc. The entire force can muster 
probably 1,200 men. 

The governor says the companies here 
are not sufficient to cope with the crowds

wer, before Saturday. The sheriff will at- 
tempt to cause the arrest of the governor, 
‘Adjutant General Tarsney and Brigadier

The United States troops will remain in the 
city until peace is assured and the promi- 
nent men will continue to urge peaceable 
means of settlement. 

AS Governor Waite seems insensible to 
argument looking to arbitration, peace can 
come about only by the withdrawal of the 
city hall people, or by some action of the 
courts that will restrain the governor. 

The situation now looks serious for to- 
morrow. 

Says It Is Insurrection. 


Platt Rogers, counsel for the governor, 
said tonight: ‘It is insurrection—clearly in- 
Surrection. Under the law and under every 
day rules the action of the police depart- 
ment is an open insurrection, and the gov- 
ernor would be justified in putting it down. 
The signing of a document agreeing to re- 
sist the will of the governor, which no one 
denies, was done by those of the police de- 
partment, the engaging of armed force, the 
barfricading of doors—all constitute an in- 
Surrection under the state military and fed- 
eral laws. The governor, as head of the ex- 
ecutive department of the state, has cer- 
tain duties prescribed under the constitu- 
tion and the state statutes to perform, and 
among those is the appointment and re- 
moval of the fire and police commissioners. 
The supreme court of this state has laid 
it down in the plainest language. Gov- 
ernor Waite has the right to remove his 
appointees for cause, and the district court 
had not the slightest excuse for interefer- 
ing. When the members of the board, who 
had been removed, took such elaborate 
steps to prevent the will of the governor 
ye cartied out they were violating the 
aw.’ 


HE PLAYED IT HEAVILY. 


The Chief Cashier of the Bank of Eng- 
land Removed. 

London, March 15.—At a meeting of the 
directors of the Bank of England today, 
a statement was submitted by Mr. Davis 
Powell, governor of the bank, in which he 
expressed regret at the necessity for the 
removal of Mr. Frank May, the chief 
cashier. Mr. May, he said, was removed, 
though allowed to resign, for exceeding his 
authority and committing great irregulari- 
ties in regard to making certain advances 
to customers. In one instance he 
had allowed a considerable over- 
draft without the order and 
knowledge of the governor, and contrary 
to the rules of the bank he had indulged in 
transactions on the stock exchange, which 
had resulted in grave pecuniary difficulties. 

Mr. Powell said that the system of ad. 
vances hitherto pursued had been thorough- 
ly changed. It was impossible to estimate 
the full amount of the bank’s losses from 
Mr. May’s transactions, but the sum of 
£250,000 had been set aside to meet these.

their control—to put it in the mildest pos- 
Bible form. Last of all came the truly mar- 
velous revulsion of 1890, but it would take 
Beveral columns to describe the newly cre- 
ated statesmen of that year’s crop. 

How Men Come and Go. 


A curious and amusing feature of the re- 
cord is the perfect regularity with which 
the fads come and go, and how the tem- 
porary domination of each fad brings in an 
entirely new set of men, most of whom, 
When their pet issue has ceased to excite 
the public, are lost in complete obscurity.

MR. BLACK’S READING 


Of an Agricultural Bulletin Causes 
Merriment in the House. 

Washington, March 15.—Up to the hour 
of 12:50 o'clock the time of the house was 
spent im endeavors to secure the consider- 
ation of bills by unanimous consent. Only 
one bill got through and that was local to 
Oklahoma. 

After several committee reports had been 
made the house took up the sundry civil 
appropriation bill in committee of the 
whole, with Mr. Lester, of Georgia, in 
the chair. Under the section ‘department 
of justice,” an amendment was offered by 
Mr. Sayers, democrat, of Texas, and agreed 
to, providing that ‘he law of sr'ebruary 
8th, 1894, repealing the federal election 
laws should not be construed to prevent 
the payment of any claims for services 
under those laws, legally performed prior 
to February 8th, 18%, and continuing ap- 
propriations previously made for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Black, of Georgia, read from an 
agricultural bulletin to show the technical 
character of the language used and created 
considerable amusement by repeating some 
of the terms and subsequently explaining 
their meaning in plain English. 

During the course of the reading the 
members left their seats and gathered 
about the speaker and in the arena of the 
chamber. Members interrupted the read- 
ing with jocular remarks from time to 
time and Mr. Sickles, at one point, suggest- 
ed that a dictionary be furnished to the 
representative in order that the language 
of the bulletin might be made more intel- 
ligible. He explained, in conclusion, that 
he had read these extracts to show the 
flagrent and inexcusable misuse of the peo- 
ples’ money.

Mr. Bowers, republican, of California, 
answering Mr. Black, said the publica- 
tions of the agricultural department, and 
esrecially the one criticised, had been of 
vest benefit to the people of his state and 
district.

The chair ruled that the em2ndment was 
obnoxious to the point of order; that the 
portion of it which proposed to change ex- 
isiting law by the transferring of the work 
of the survey, did not, on its face, reduce 
expenses, and was, therefore, out of order. 

Mr. Enloe appealed from the decision of 
the chair, but the ruling of he chair was 
sustained as the judgnent of the commit- 
tee. without a division. 

Mr. Enloe mgved then to amend by re- 
ducing the appropriation for the survey of 
the Atlantic coast by instructing the 
dockery committee to investigate the work 
of the survey, and if it found it could be 
done more Cfficiently and economically in 
the navy and interior departments, it may 
report by bill or otherwise. 

A point of order against this amendment 
was overruled, and Mr. Enloe addressed 
the committee in favor of the amendment, 
going into the subject generally. His ar- 
gument for the abolition of the survey was 
that the work for which it was originally 
instituted in 1807, had been practically com- 
pleted and that not only that work but the 
later addition, the geodetic survey, could 
be better and more cheaply done by the 
navy and interior departments. 

At 4:35 o’clock the committeee rose and 
the house adjourned until 12:00 o’clock to- 
morrow.

HIS FORMS TOO “HIGH.” 


The Rev. Arthur Ritchie’s Difference 
with Bishop Potter. 

New York, March 15.—Bishop Potter and 
the Rev. Arthur Ritchie, the rector of St. 
Ignatius church, in West Fortieth street, 
are not disposed to discuss their differences 
over low and high church Episcopalianism. 


Father Ritchie, as his parishioners call 
him, when seen said he did not care to talk 
about Bishop Potter’s action in having 
omitted the parish of St. Ignatius from the 
list of those he will this year visit to ad- 
minister the rite of confirmation. Bishop 
Potter declined to make any statement. It 
is said the principal cause of the bishop's 
displeasure is the celebration of a solemn 
mass Sunday morning which excludes com- 
municants. — 

The services Sunday at St. Ignatius 
church were conducted as usual. There 
were five masses and four were set apart 
for communicants. The “solemn mass’’ oc- 
curs at ll o’clock. It is this to which the 
bishop objects. Recitation of the ten com- 
mandments is omitted; and the “Kyrie 
Eleison”’ is substituted in the way it occurs 
in the communion service in the prayer 
book of Edward VI, which was translated 
and adopted in 1549. All invitations to the 
pecple to join in the communion, as well as 
the prayer of the congregation after com- 
munion, are omitted in this service. Only 
the celebrant participates. If it is what is 
technically pronounced a “solemn”? mass 
the deacon and subdeacon also take part. 
There is a service even more “advanced’’ 
than the solemn mass. It occurs every af- 
ternoon at 4:30 o’clock and is called the 
“adoration.” It is said this service does not 
occur in any other church in the world 
outside of the Catholic faith. It differs lit- 
tle from the service known in the Roman 
Catholic church as the benediction of the 
blessed sacrament. The hymns used in the 
services are those which have been always 
associated with the worship of the sacra- 
ment in the Latin church. 

Under the rules of the church the bishop 
of the diocese is required to visit each 
priest for the purpose of celebrating the 
rite of confirmation once in three years, but 
it has grown ,to be a custom to do so every 
year. Last year the bishop did not visit 
St. Ignatius, but coupled it with St. Mary 
the Virgin, and the candidates for confirma- 
tion of the two churches were confirmed to- 
gether. This caused some comment at the 
time. The church announcements include 
four masses Sundays and two more week 
days. The confessionals are Saturdays at 
certain specified hours. The services an- 
nounced for Easter include seven masses, 
and six of thesé are for communicants, 
This is probably as many as the largest 
Roman Catholic church in New York will 
give. So many masses are celebrated in or- 
der that nobody may be deprived of the op- 
portunity to take the communion because 
of the exclusion of the people at the later 
service. The Rev. Arthur Ritchie succeeded 
the Rev. Ferdinand Ewer as rector of Bt. 
Ignatius. He came here from Chicago.

Mr. Clary was un- 
able to méé@t the engagement and left word 
at the saloon to this effect. This afternoon 
Allen again called at the postoffice to see 
Clary and requested Clary to meet him at 
the same place tonight at 8:30 o’clock. 
Clary was busy at the office at the ap- 
pointed hour and Allen, becoming impa- 
tient, took a big drink-.of whisky. Clary 
begged off, stating that he was not feeling 
well. The two then sat down and watched 
a game of pool. Allen appeared very cheer- 
ful. In a few minutes Clary left the bar 
and Allen accompanied him. 

When the “Old Reliable’’ saloon was 
reached Allen -emarked that he wanted a 
glass of beer and Clary waited for him on 
the outside. Into this glass Allen dropped 
a drug, the character of which has not 
been learned yet, and very shortly joined 
Clary on the outside. Allen handed Clary 
three letters, one of which was addressed 
to his wife, one to J. M. Cockran, Barnes. 
ville, Ga., and the other to Clary. Allen 
was crying and ha a razor in his hand. 
As he handed the letters to Clary he made 
this renfark: “If that don’t kill me this 
(pointing to the razor) will.’’ 

Clary broke the seal of the letter ad- 
cressed to himself and quickly read: 

‘Dear Clary, telegraph my wife what I 
have done and carry what's left of me to 
her in Thomaston tomorrow. This is the 
cast fequest I make of any 4iving man. I 
hope you will carry it out. 

“W.-Y. ALLEN.” 

Clary was startled and hurried Allen to 
the Central hotel, a short distance from the 
saloon.

ORDERED TO BLUEFIELDS. 


The San Francisco Will Sail Imme- 
diately for Bluefields. 
Waskington, March 15.—The secretary of 
the navy today cabled orders to Admiral 
Benham, at Rio, directing him to proceed 
at once with one ship to Bluefields. No 
particular ship is mentioned, but it is un- 
derstood that the San Francisco, upon 
which the admiral now has his flag, will 
execute the order. She is faster than the 
other ships, except the New York, which, 
however, is not available for the duty, but 
can hardly reach Bluefields in less than 

three weeks. 

The department has had no advices from 
Nicaragua or Mosquito since Monday, when 
a dispatch from Minister Baker brought? 
the information that the British and Nica- 
raguan forces had both been withdrawn 
from the Mosquito reservation. It is well 
known, however, at the department that 
affairs are unsettled, and the presence of 
an American ship is needed as a salutary 
measure, if nothing else. 


DEFECTS IN THE TARIFF BILL. 


The License Tnx ‘on Tobacco Was 
Omitted—Other Gossip. 


Washington, March 15.—The expenditures 
of the government for the eight months and 
a half of the present fiscal year have ex- 
ceeded the receipts $52,000,000, the figures 
being: Receipts, $211,400,000; expenditures, 
$263,400,000. This ratio, if carried out to the 
end of the fiscal year, will make the net 
defic't about $74,000,000. 

The present discussion of the tariff bill 
in full committee, although not producing 
many changes, is bringing to light some 
extraordinary defects. One of these @is- 
covered yesterday, which, had it not been 
found out in time, would have reduced the 
revenue yielding power of the bill by up- 
ward of $10,000,000. The last page of the 
bill, as made public by the senate, is a 
long distance from the first; but the legisla- 
tion found in the last few paragraphs con- 
trols the whole Bill. One of these paragraphs 
—section 102—provides, ‘“‘That an act to 
reduce the revenue and equalize duties on 
imports and for other purposes, approved 
October 1, 1890, and all acts and parte of 
acts not inconsistent with this act are here- 
by repealed.” 

TLis was an absolute repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley law and Mr. Vest, in committee 
yesterday, moved that it be stricken out 
for very obvious reasons. The internal 
revenue tax on tobacco, manufactured to- 
bacco, all the regulations as to license tax 
and the sale of leaf tobacco are contained 
in the McKinley law and nothing is said 
about them in the Wilson bill. ®he inten- 
tion was, of course, to permit the present 
law to stand fn those respects. Had not 
the sweeping character of the repealing 
clause been detected in time these pro- 
visions of the McKinley act would have 
been wiped out and the government would 
have found itself powerless to collect a 
dollar of internal revenue tax on manu- 
factured tobacco, except in the shape of 
cigars and cfgarettes. The free leaf pro- 
visions would also have been eliminated 
from the préSent law.

COUPONS NO GOOD, 


Important Decision by the Virginia 
Supreme Court 

Richmond, Va., March 15.—An opinion was 
handed down in the supreme court of Vir- 
ginia today of great importance to tke 
commonwealth and its creditors.The de- 
cision, in brief, is that the entire coupon 
contract is void. The case in point is that 
of the commonwealth vs. McCullough, from 
the corporation court of Norfolk. This 
case and several others of the same kind 
was argued by Attorney General Scott and 
Hon. H. R. Pollard for the commonwealth, 
and the question decided by the court of 
appeals today was raised for the first time 
by Messrs. Scott and Pollard in the Nor- 
folk case. The decision of the court is 
based on the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the case of Vashon ys. 
Greenhow. Under the coupon contract 
(funding bill of 1871 and the McCollough 
bill) it was provided that coupons: should 
be received for all taxes due the common- 
wealth. But, in thé Vashon case, the su- 
preme court of the United States 
decided the state was not bound to re- 
1 for school taxes, and the 
court of appeals now. holds that,

as the coupon contract is illegal in one 
particular, it is illegal as a whole, and, 
therefore, void. 

The decision involves $850,000 of outstand- 
ing coupons, which were not funded under 
the Olcott settlement.. It was the purpose “ 
of the holders of these coupens to tender 
them for taxes, and to compel the state 
to receive them or compromise with the 
holders; but this decision forces them to 
accept the Olcott. settlement or nothing. 

Judge Lewis dissented from the decision 
of the court as being wrong, both in law 
and in morals.

George Clemmons, a Greek, was today 
convicted of murder in the first degree 
for killing a fellow Greek named Nick Ze- 
beles last January. The murder was so un- 
provoked that people would not believe 
the only cause assigned for the crime, yet 
the evidence on the trial sustained it. 
George Vilahake owed Clemmons a small 
amount of money. Clemmons suéd and got 
judgment.

This 
angered Clemmons so that he shot Zebeleg 
twice with a big army pistol. The tria] has 
been @ source of much ifiterest to the for- 
eign population and the courtroom was 
crowded all the week.

CORN STALK MOLASSES. 


A Wagne County Farmer Says It Is 
Better Than Sorghum. 


Waycross, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—A 
farmer, who lives near here, tells an in- 
teresting story of his experiment 
in making corn stalk molasses. 
He says: “I planted two acres of rich 
land in corn about April 1st, last year, 
fertilizing it heavily with home made com- 
post twice during its after growth, which, 
of course, made large and heavy stalks and 
ears, full of sweet juice, like the juice from 
the old china or sorghum cane. I did not 
Plant it with that intention, but after cb- 
serving this I immediately pulled the corn 
ears while green and shipped them in 
barrels to Boston, which alone doubly paid 
my expenses of planting, fertilizing and 
gathering. I then pulled the lades off, 
leaving them on the ground to be plowed 
under, and hastily proceeded to cut down 
the stalks, cut off the tops and haul to my 
furnace. I ground the stalks to pieces and 
boiled the juice in the usual way that we 
do sugar cane—about three hours with a 
moderately hot fire under the boiler, which 
held eighty gallons. It produced, after the 
process was completed, nine gallons of the 
Whitest, purest and most fragrant syrup 
that I have ever tasted. It was thick and 
fll of sweetness and did not have the 
wurning belonging to sorghum and sugar 
cane molasses. Granulated sugar could not 
be melted and made into clearer syrup than 


this. There are many advantages in grind- | 


ing cornstalks over that of sugar gaye. Us- 
ing the old-fashioned roller mill, 1 filled it 
with five or six stalks at once, and one 
small pony pulled them throvgh with no 
strain at all. The two acres made three 
barrels of the syrup of which I speak, and 
it was not necessary for me to ship it fn 
order to dispose of it, as two barrels re- 
tailed at $1 a gallon, right here in this 
county, and I could have sold much more 
at the same price if I had made it. This 
year I have planted twenty acres in corn 
and I shall go through the same process 
of planting, manuring and gathering as I 
did last year, and there are many of my 
neighbors engaging in the production of 
corn, principally for the cornstalk mo- 
lasses.”’

Mayor Horne Reconsiders. 

This afternoon Vice President Dan Hughes 
and Director R. E. Park, of the Macon Ex- 
position Company, called as a comnnittee 
on Hon. Henry Horne to request him to 
withdraw his resignation as president of 
the company. He handed in his resignation 
yesterday in the midst of the excitement 
over the little red postal card- which fig- 
ured so conspicuously in the aldermanic 
election. The committee, like the entire ex- 
position company and: the people of the city 
generally, earnestly desired Mr. Horne. to 
withdraw the resignation, as his remaining 
at the head of the company is largely es- 
sential to the success of the exposition. 
Then, too, the company has a contract 
with the Georgia Agricultural Society to 
give a joint state fair and exposition. Mr. 
Horne’s retirement as president is calculated 
to have a very damaging effect on the joint 
project. 

Maygr Horne told the committee this af- 
ternoon that he would withdraw his resig- 
nation on two conditions, to-wit; Tl irst, 
if it should be decided not to contest the 
election of Mr. J. Van, who was elected 
alderman yesterday. If a contest is made 
Mr. Horne intends to enter actively and 
thoroughly into the contest and would pur- 
sue the contest so energetically that he 
would not feel like retaining the presidency 
of the company because of conflict that 
might arise with other members. Mayor 
Horne says it will be decided tomorrow or 
Saturday whether a contest of Van's elec- 
tion will be made. If certain parties decide 
to make the contest, he will join in with 
them. The city charter says the mayor, on 
being shown by the city clerk the tally sheet 
of an election like that of yesterday, must 
notify the party receiving the highest 
number of votes, of his election. 

The Result Not Announced. 

The result of the election has been made 
known to the mayor by the city clerk, but 
the mayor:-has not yet notified Mr. Van of 
his election. It is not known whether any 
special significance can be attached to this 
or not. Each person can place his own con- 
struction on the matter. 

The charter turther says that the elected 
alderman must appear at city council the 
first Wednesday night following the elec- 
tion and take the oath of office. If Van's 
election be contested he will be enjoiend 
from taking the oath. 

The second condition which Mr. Horne 
named was that in the event there is no 
contest of Van’s seat, he, Horne, would have 
the privilege of resigning in thirty days. 

Sports Appeal heir Case. 

The seven persons who were recently ar- 
rested in a room over a Wall street bar 
charged with gambling and fined $25 each 
by the recorder, have put up bond and 
certioraried the case to a higher court. They 
claim that tue recorder has no legal right 
to fine them. The recorder acted under a 
city ordinance which says any person, who 
does any act against the public safety, 
moratity and decency, shall be arrested and 
dealt with by the recorder as he sees prop- 
er. The recorder holds that gambling is an 
act against public morality. 

Contractors Lose No Time. 


J. A. Gaboury, of the firm of Gaboury & 
Noble, the contractors, to build Macon’s 
sewers at a cost of $100,000, has returned 
from Atabama. He says he will have his 
bond ready next Tuesday night and will 
begin work next Monday week.

NEW POSTMASTER. 


ANOTHER BOMB IN PARIS. 


One Thrown Inside the Door of a 
Church. 


Paris, March 15.—At 2:30 o’clock this af- 
ternoon a bomb exploded just inside the 
main door of the Church of the Madeleine. 
One person, supposed to be the author of 
the explosion, was killed and several others 
were wounded. The explosion, which was 
evidently premature, mutilated in a horri- 
ble manner the man who was carrying the 
bomb. It is generally believed that it was 
the intention of the miscreant to throw 
the bomb into the midst of the worshipers 
who were gathering for the afternoon ser- 
vice. Four persons have been taken into 
custody on suspicion of being accessories 
of the man who was killed. 

The police had the greatest difficulty in 
getting their prisoners to the station, the 
mob which had gathered making several at- 
tempts to seize the prisoners and lynch 
them. The Madeleine, or Church of St. 
Mary Magdalene, one of the oldest places 
of worship in Paris, has a large congrega- 
tion and is especially well attended during 
the devotions of the Lenten season. The 
afternoon or vesper services were about to 
begin and worshipers were rapidly filling 
the edifice when the explosion occurred. 

Abbe Bourse, who is attached to the 
Church of the Magdalene, was standing 
near the inner doors, when the explosion 
occurred. His version of the affair is this: 
The man carrying the bomb had passed 
through the main entrance with the stream 
of worshipers and was about to pass the 
swinging doors. He had his hands in his 
coat pockets. One of the doors, released by 
a person passing through, rebounded vio- 
lently and struck the man on the arm. The 
blow caused him to jerk his hand from his 
pocket and with it came the bomb, which 
fell upon. the floor. Then came the explo- 
sion, which hurled persons near by in all 
directions. When sufficient order. was re- 
stored to enable an investigation to be 
made, the body of the man who carried 
the bomb, was found lying just outside the 
swinging doors. His clothes had been torn 
to shreds, and his entrails were protruding 
from a great hole in his abdomen, while 
the walls, the floor and the clothing of many 
who stood near were bespattered with 
blood and fragments of the man’s flesh. 

On an examination today, a number of 
nails and hits of iron, with which the bomb 
had been charged, were found embedded in 
the flesh and in the cavity in the abdomen. 
A revolver was gripped tightly in one hand 
The man was miserably clad and had few 
articles in his pocket. Upon the body was 
found a pocketbook which contained ‘a 
number of clippings from newspapers, to- 
gether with photographs of the anarchists, 
Ravachol, Vaillant and Lepine. 

The man is now believed to be Dasire 
Joseph Pauwels, a Belgian. Pauwels is 
known to the police of Brussels and Leige. 
He was an.admirer of Ravachol and Vail- 
lanc and is said to have been in commun}- 
cation with the viclent anarchists who fled 
to London and Switzerland.

RAIDED THE TENDERLOINS. 


Anthony Comstock Tears Pictures 
from the WaH of a Clubhouse. 
New York, March 15.—Anthony Comstock, 
of the Society for the Suppression of Vice, 
and six of his men made a sudden descent 
upon the famous Brownstone clubhouse 
of the Tenderloin Club, No. 114 West Thir- 
ty-second street, which has as members 
some of the best known people of New 

York, at 5 o’clock this evening. 

The decor attendant, a boy, who was the 
only person in the house at the time, was 
placed under arrest and while Mr. Com- 
stock gave orders and looked on, the six 
men proceeded to make the big double par- 
lor of the club on the first floor look as 
though a tornado has passed through it. 

The walls were stripped of all the pic- 
tures, the frames of many were smashed 
and the debris was picked up and carried 
to a large express wagon at the door antl 
earted away. The first attack was made 
on a canvas known as the ‘Dado.’ This 
picture, which was attached to the walls, 
is a continuous one, running along the walls 
of the two parlors, and was considered one 
of the choicest pieces in the club’s gallery. 
About twenty-five paintings in all were 
stripped from the walls. A number of 
photographs, including that of a colored lad, 
were also seized. 

The picture of the colored boy repre- 
sented him in knee trousers with legs bare 
below the knee. Mr. Comstock said this 
was an obscene picture, as were all the 
others. The club members claim that the 
pictures cost $3,000. The Tenderloin club is 
a celebrated resort and is Known all over 
the country. The club was organized about 
eight years ago by reporters from the dif- 
ferent newspapers, who were detailed to 
cover the news in the tenderloin district. 
It became a resort for some of the best 
known residents of New York city and 
among the present members are Superin- 
tendent Byrnes, Inspector McLaughlin, ex- 
Mayor Hugh J. Grant, Eugene Kelly, Jr., 
ex-Senator Fred Gibbes, William Sulzer, 
ex-speaker of the assmbly, and many others 
equally well Known. Since the organiZa- 
tion of the club its character has greatly 
changed and most of the organizers left it 
and formed the Bohemian Club. 

Mr. John W. Kelly, the well-known jour- 
nalist, and who is president of the New 
York Press Club, was re-elected president 
of the Tenderloin Club two weeks ago. 


Bribery Failed. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 15.—(Special.)— 
The committee that has been investigating 
the charges against the board of public 
werks wade by Freeman Wright, of St. 
Louis, in connection with the sprinkling 
vontract of last year, reported to a special 
meeting of the city council today. They 
find tha’ there was a partial conspiracy to 
use money to influence city officials, but it 
was not usea, and no attempt was made 
to use it for this purpose. They find that 
no proposition was made by any member 
of the board in th-s matter and no undue 
influence was used in awarding corkracts 
for last year or this. They find that an 
attempt was made to bribe Superintendent 
Campbell. of the sprinkling department, but 
it was not successful. They find the pres- 
ent bond of the sprinkling: contractors is 
not a good one. The contractors are H. .. 
Poilman & Bro., of St. Louis. The city 
council adopted a resolution exonerating 
the city officials. 

Pigeon Shooting Match. 

Philadelphia, Mareh 15.—The_ shooting 
match for $2,500 a side, between Charles 
McAlester, of the Riverton Gun Club, and 
George Work, of the Westminster Kennel 
Club, of New York, 200 birds each, thirty 
yards rise, took place today on the grounds 
of the Riverton Gun Club. About three hun- 
ared persons witnessed the match. 

The final score was: McAlester, 175 killed, 
24 missed: Work, 168 killed, 31 missed. 
Neither man shot at the two hundredth 
bird. The bluerocks, on the whole, were 
about as poor a iot of birds as could be 
imagined. This, with a perfectly calm day, 
made the shooting match a rather tame 
affair. Neither man showed to good ad- 
vantage; but Work was away off in his 
shooting, particularly toward the close of 
the match. 

Monument to the Brave. 

Raleigh, N. C.. March 15.—(Special.)—An 
important meeting of the North Carolina 
Confederate Monumental Association was 
held here this afternoon, at which Architect 
M. Muldoon, and State Geologist Holmes 
were present. Granite from the Mt. Airy 
quarries was adopted as the stone to be 
used. The height of the monument was 
increased from 62 to 72 feet, and the contrac- 
tor was allowed $2,500 more, making $25,000. 
He is to furnish four cluster lamps of three 
lamps each. May 20th was chosen as the 
date of laying the corner stone, and a com- 
mittee of arrangements for ceremenies was 
appointed. Architect Muldoon reported that 
the order for bronze figures of two confed- 
erate soldiers to stand at the base of the 
moaument, and for two bronze medallions 
to be piaced on the die had been placed in 
Munich, Germany. :

The Seigniorage Bill. 
The secigniorage bill passed the senate 


yesterday by a decisive majority. Both 
in the house and in the senate some of 
the democrats who have been induced 
to misrepresent their party by opposing 
substitute legislation for the Sherman 
law, made haste to set themselves right 
as far as they could by voting for the 
Bland bill. There are a few cuckoos 
in both houses who voted against the 
bill in order to emphasize the fact that 
they are really and truly the disciples 
of John Sherman. But the attitude of 
these men had no effect on the measure. 
The bill has now passed congress, and 
now goes to the president with the prac- 
tically unanimous endorsement of the 
democrats. 

It is thought by some that Mr. Cleve- 
land will veto the bill, but the situation 
may be best deseribe by saying that it 
is not known definitely whether -he will 
veto the measure or approverit. He has 
made no declarationjon the subject. On 
the other hand, Mr. Carlisle, who has

coinage of silver and he was opposed to 
that. The seigniorage bill which the sen- 
ate passed yesterday provides for a lim- 
It is said that 
the capacity of our mints is little more 
than 2,000,000 of silver dollars a year, 
so that several years would elapse before 
the terms of the seigniorage bill could 
be complied with. We shall soon see, 
therefore, whether Mr. Cleveland is in 
favor even of a very limited coinage of 
silver, or whether the restless and anx- 
ious patronage heelers have merely in- 
vented the position for him. 

The seigniorage bill can hardly be 
called a silver measure at all, though 
it deals with that metal. It is merely 
intended to give the people the use of 
money that is now lying idle in the 
treasury. Such relief as it may give to 
the present tension of affairs will hardly 
be perceptible, but it will tend to pre- 
vent another issue of gold-bearing 
bonds. The whole purpose of the 
bill is to provide the treasury with funds 
sufficient to prevent another increase 
of taxation. The measure provides for 
the carrying out of a part of the unre- 
pealed portion of the Sherman law. If 
that law were carried out today the 
whole of the bullion in the treas- 
ury would be passing through 
the mints, and we _ should hear 
nothing about the coinage of a vacuum 
—n senile phrase invented by poor old 
Mr. Hewitt, who has been in his dotage 
ever since the death of Peter Cooper, 
his father-in-law, who was in the habit 
of telling him what to say and how to 
Say it. 

Should Mr. Cleveland approve the 
seicniorage bill it will be found that the 
patronage heelers were in favor of it 
from the first. Shoudl he veto it, it will 
presently appear that they have opposed 
the measure from the jump.

They would be, deservedly, laughed 
out of countenance by the the people, who 
will respond to an appeal for such vindica- 
tion by the announcement that if they kad 
wanted a republican measure, it would not 
have been necessary to overturn the repub- 
lican admistration to get it. 

“You were elected,”’ the people will say, 
‘fon the pledge that you would reform the 
tariff to a strictly revenue basis, eliminating 
the principle of protection, which you de- 
clared to be unconstitutional. You have 
failed te comply with your promise.”’ 

**But,’’ democratic campaigners will reply, 
by authority of the announcement of the 
congressional campaign committee, ‘“‘the 
tariff is still the issue, and while it is true 
we did not comply with our pledge, with 
every branch of the administration under 
democratic control, we now appeal to the 
pecple with the assurance that if elected 
again we will do better next time.” 

The absurdity of such a campaign and the 
inevitable result, if the party places itself 
in this position, is manifest. 

If, on the other hand, the administration 
redeems the tariff pledge of the party, the 
matter is disposed of as a democratic issue. 
The party will have complied with its tra- 
ditional record, and will have fulfilled the 
pledge on which it was put into power. The 
tariff should then become an issue only 
as made so by the republicans, and, on 
their challenge, the only possible basis on 
which to rest democratic defense is that 
which seeks to satisfy the people that the 
party has not only redeemed its pledge, but 
that it is willing and ready to defend its 
work. 


The prime consideration, however, of party | 


defense must be the absolute compliance 
with the spirit and the letter of the party’s 
tariff pledge. If this is not done, then it will 
be worse than folly to go before the people 
in the approaching campaign with the tar- 
iff as the issue. Defeat will be foreshadowed 
and the party will be in a worse condition 
than if it had been defeated in the last 


presidential election.

WHILE A FUGITIVE MAKES: HIS ESCAPE 


An Exciting Time on Lee Street, in Which 
a Host ot Excited Negroes Were 
Engaged.

There was weeping and fighting, rudning 
and gnashing of teeth, accompanied by the 
seizure of an officer and the capture of 
his weapons in the eastern portion of the 
city yesterday afternoon.

Pandemonium reigned for a time. Negro 
men threatened, negro women howled and 
gathered around the scené of combat and 
children shrieked. And all the while a 
nervy officer, single-handed and alone, held 
his own against the turbulent mob. 

Bailiff Mauldin, of Reynoldstown, was 
given a warrant against Seab ‘I‘homas, a 
thirteen-year-old negro youth, yesterday 
morning. The warrant charged the youth 
with assault, and when the officer went to 
execute it, Seaborn took to his heels.

Seeing that the negroes were bent upon 
stopping him, Mauldin drew his pistol and 
threw it in Thomas’s face. Then the three 
foremost negroes set upon him, Will Thom- 
as wren@éhed the gun from his hand after 
a sharp and desperate struggle. Thomas 
held the weapon before the officer’s face 
in a menacing fashion while the others held 
to him violently. 

By this time great droves of yelling, ex- 
cited negroes had gathered, mostly wo- 
men. The women gathered up barrel staves 
and such other weapons as lay convenient 
and were prepared to join in the fray if 
necessity required. 

The officer got away from the three nc- 
groes who surrounded him without being 
hurt and hurried away. By this time the 
young fugitive was in secure retreat. 

Mr. Mauldin went at once_to police head- 
quarters, where he reported the trouble. 
Detective Ivy and Patrolmen Doyle and 
Duke were sent out with him to capture 
the resisting negroes, 

They were found in Thomas’s house and 
Will Thomas appeared at the door witn 
Officer Mauldin’s pistol in his upraised 
hand. With a quick movement, Detective 
Ivy threw his pistol before the astonished 
negro’s eyes. 

“Make a move and I'll shoot you,” said 


e. 

The three negroes were then placed under 
arrest and carried to police headquarters 
without further difficulty. Their names are 
Will and George Thomas and BRerry Wil- 
liams. Cases were made against them on 
the city docket, but the officers may press 
& state charge against them. 

The negroes all say that they intended 
no resistance and say that the officer drew 
his gun on them because they ran out to 
ask why he was pursuing young Thomas. 

The affair created a great déal of excite- 
ment in the vicinity of Lee and Oliver 
Streets, where it occurred.

Addressed by the Mayor and Others. 
To Help the Exposition. 


One hundred working men ec

as to the best methods of oarrying out the 
will of the laboring people in connection 
with the exposition movement. Sai e: 
“Suppose they issue 100,000 gate tickets, 
and they qught to issue that many, and roy 
take these gate tickets for your labor; that 
enables the. expos! company to start 
with $50,000, the gate tickets being at 50 
cents. In this way the laboring - men of At- 
lanta lend to the exposition company $50,- 
000 without interest.” 
Mr. Brown stated that he would willingly 
pay $1 each for the issue of the first ten of 
these tickets, and $5 for the last ticket is- 
sued. He said that he would like to frame 
the first and the last tickets as souvenirs 
of the exposition. He had no doubt that 
there were many others who would be just 
as willing to purchase the tickets. 
Concluding, Mr. Brown showed that the 
following sums of money would be spent 
within the next sixteen months: 
payers of the city will contribute $75,000; for 
the waterworks, $40,000; public voluntary 
subscriptions to the amount of $125,000— 
making a total of $240,000.

PASSENGER AGENTS. 


They Will Work with Atlanta to Get 
the Next Encampment. 


TO MEET IN FLORIDA NEXT WEEK 


Immigration to the South Is Gaining Fae 
vor—Other Railway News and Gossip 
Caughtin Local Offices. 


The greatest convention of general pas- 
senger agents ever held in the south will 
open in Lake Worth, Fla., on the 20th 
instant. 

It is the occasion of the annual conven- 
tion of the National General Passenger and 
Ticket Agents’ Association, and the dele- 
gates in attendance will be from all parts 
of the republic, representing all the leading 
railroads of the land. 

Many interesting questions will come up 
for the consideration of these men—ques- 
tions that have lately arisen out of pre- 
vailing hard times among railroads of 
America demanding a speedy and satisfac- 
tory settlement. 

More than 200 leading passenger agents 
from all regions of the country will pass 
through Atlanta next Sunday night en 
route to Florida to attend this big conven- 
tion. They will be accompanied by their, 
wives and families and the party will 
have many special cars. 

Along with the annual convention of the 
National Passenger and Ticket Agents’ As- 
sociation will be held the meeting of, the 
southern passenger agents, members of the 
Southern Passenger Association. The meet- 
ing of these railroad men is to handle the 
issues that have recently arisen among 
southern roads bearing upon the rate situa- 
tion. It is understood that the Southern 
Passenger Association intends to hold to- 
gether more firmly than ever pending the 
troubles that have lately confronted the 
Southern Railway ana Steamship Assocla- 
tion, and that this meeting will do much 
tewards bringing the members closer to- 
gether in the effort to protect the south- 
eastern roads against the furious passenger 
rate war that has been waging out in 
Memphis afd the west. 

But one of the most important matters 
that will come up for the c@msideration 
of the southetn passenger agents will be 
the discussion of some good plan by which 
they can assist Atlanta in the movement 
to secure the coming encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

The railroads will have to do much in 
this direction. The suggestion has been 
made somewhere that Atlanta has not suf- 
ficient railway facilities for the encamp- 
ment to come here, but this can easily be 
disproved. The railroad men are on the 
right line to be uniting for the success of 
Atlanta’s movement, for it must be achiev- 
ed as much through the railroads as 
through the efforts of Atlanta. 

This meeting of southern passenger 
agents was to have been held on Lookout 
mountain on the 13th, but was postponed 
by Commissioner Slaughter because of the 
convention of national passenger agents in 
Florida on the 20th. It is well that both 
meetings have been united. 

Immigration to the South. 

Taking up the ideas advanced by The 
Constitution with respect to recent efforts 
of southern railroads to encourage immigra- 
tion to this section The Norfolk Virginian 
has the following to say: 

“There is a strong movement on foot to 
turn tne current of population towards the 
south—an immigration of thrifty and repu- 
tabie people wh.thersoever they may come. 
At the very threshold of this great move- 
ment obstacles are being presented that 
must be overcome. The tide of population 
was first directed towards the northwest by 
liberal gifts of lands and money to. adver- 
tise the fictitious attractions of that sec- 
tion: It has been held in that direction 
largely by reckless misrepresentations of 
the real merits of the south, so that today 
efforts to induce immigration southward 
are met by objections born of cultivated 
The north- 
western capitalists and railroad officials 
have covered the eastern states and all 
Europe with alluring invitations to their 
promised land, while the people of these 
sections are still waiting to know where is 
the land that holds out substantial promise 
to all who seek new homes—the land of 
boundless resources and salubrious climate 
in the south. 

“It is only by a great effort and proper 
organization that these obstacles to a thrif- 
ty and intelligent immigration to the south 
must be overcome. The merits of the south- 
érn states must be spread before the world 
broadcast. The immigrant must be im- 
pressed with the fact that the south is a 
land of promise, where he may cultivate 
his grounds nearly every month in the 
year, and where life is not a struggle for 
mere existence. From the unfruitful 
farms and crowded workshops of New 
England, from the disappointed communi- 
ties of immigrants in the northwest, from 
the idle mines of the silver states, even 
from the heretofore; prosperous plains of 
Kansas, and the thrifty villages of Penn- 
Sylvania, there come demands for relief, 
and the people are ready to migrate in the 
direction of more fertile fields and sunnier 
climate. They await leadership and infor- 
mation; they will respond to reasonable in- 
ducements; they are reputable citizens, and 
will help to build up industrial towns where- 
ever they settle. These people can be led 
southward if the proper effort is made. 

“The occasion is ripe for such a move- 
ment. The south can multiply its popula- 
tion and its wealth of productions indefinite- 
ly. It can easily take the lead in the growth 
of the American states and hold it against 
all time. Its resources are inexhaustible; 
its climate is charmingly varied and health- 
ful; its industries are capable of greater 
development than this continent has ever 
known. It is behind in the race for su- 
—— simply because its people have 

een content to rest in the assurance of 
its great advantages, without effort to pu:.@ 
them. and, as a consequence, far less at- 
tractive sections have seized the prize of 
immigration which naturally belongs to 
the south. 

“A campaign of education should be in- 
augurated for the benefit of the waiting 
northern colonists as well as those from 
abroad. Let the south demonstrate its 
Superior advantages for homes; and with 
active, earnest, substantial co-operation 
the seed will be sown from which shall grow 
a hervest, which in the end will make the 
southland the richest, most prosperous sec- 
tion of the American continent.” 


The New Trunk Line. 


Among the railroad men who keep at all 
posted on the situation the opinion is com- 
mon that the Marietta and North Georgia 
and the Atlanta and Florida will certainly 
be joined to form a new trunk line through 
At.anta north and south, just as has been 
outlined in the columns of The Constitution 
from time to time as a rumor. 

The fact is there is now an engineer in 
the fleld surveying the route from Marietta 
to Atlanta for the link that will have to be 
built for the joining or the two roads. 

It is the same engineering party that re- 
cently surveyed and constructed the belt 
line for the Seaboard Air-Line around the 
city of Atlanta. 

Since the completion of the belt line for 
the Seaboard the engineers have been qui- 
etly at_ work locating a route between -the 
city and Marietta. 

It is said that Newman Erb will buy in 
‘the Marietta and North Georgia for the 
principal bondholders, Coffin and Stanton. 
It is known that he has been negotiating 
with the Atlanta and Florida people for 
that road. These facts have given ground 
to the report that the two roads will be 
joined. |

‘AN ARMY. ON PAPER. 


Ons Lone Cowboy Has Reported to 
Coxey At Massillon. 


HE IS ASSURED OF MANY RECRUITS 


Fears at Pittsburg of the Effect of His 
Appearance There—Coming from 
the Far West. 


Massillon, O., March 15.—It is not true, 
as reported, that tramps are thronging 
Massillon intending to join the Coxey 
“army,” which is scheduled to move from 
here toward Washington on Easter Sun- 
day. The literal fact is that the only ar- 
rival thus far from foreign parts is one 
lonely cowboy, who came all the way from 
Oklahoma, and is now peacefully engaged 
in grooming the commonweal army horses 
in Coxey’s stable. The stories about hordes 
of vagrants mobilizing here are the in- 
ventions of perniciously active correspon- 
dents located hundreds of miles away, who 
edit the news as sent from. Massillon to 
suit their own purposes. Mr. Coxey has 
not sought to secure a large force to start 
with, fearing confusion on the march. His 
personal wish is to leave Massillon with 
a small body of men, and increase it from 
day to day, thus keeping the organization 
well in hand. Whether the enterprise has 
not gotten beyond his power to control is 
now the question. His correspondence 
would indicate that it has. He has letters 
from Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma, 
announcing the -prospective departure of 
peace warriors by the train load to join 
the commonweal wherever it best suits 
convenience. 

Whether these letters are genuine or mere 
inventions it is impossible to ascertain. 
At this moment the only local symptoms of 
an uprising come by mail. In view of the 
possibilities in the case the authorities are 
on the alert. The greatest apprehension ex- 
ists at Pittsburg, where the effect of the 
appearance of this nondescript army upon 
the thousands of unemployed is feared. 

Private inquiries come by every mail as 
to what is to be expected. The nature of 
the support Mr. Coxey is receiving may be 
fairly judged by the following extracts 
from his correspondence: 

A representative of organized labor at 
Beaver Falls, Pa., whose name is withheld 
less its publication might lead to his dis- 
charge, writes: “I can now tell you what 
you may expect in the way of assistance 
when you arrive here. We have here a 
coming Nation Colony Club. I told them 
it was their duty to make an organized 
move toward rendering your army sub- 
stantial assistance. I was informed by a 
club member that the Trades’ Council haa 
taken steps in that direction. I trust we 
can collect enough to tide you over for 
several days. You must advertise out in 
the mountains, or you will run amuck for 
supplies. I feel quite uneasy for your safe- 
tye The fiends that are opposing you will 
resort to anything to bring your march to 
a sudden and disastrous ending. Be careful 
while in Pittsburg, and if you get by there 
in safety all will be well.” 

‘Ludlow, Ky., March 12.—I am organizing 
a company to meet you on the day appoint- 
ed to depart for Washington. Send me 
badges and literature. I have at this writ- 
ing forty-seven members enrolled. Yours 
truly, C. H. CARROLL.” 
‘‘Belmont, N. Y.. March 10.—I am confi- 
dent I can raise 19 farmers, headed by a 
brass band, to join you at Williamsport, 
Pa., or nearest point. Yours to command, 

“JOB SFALING.” 

“Millville, N. J., March 12.—Can get you 
1.500 men and will meet vou at Hagerstown, 
Md. KINBELL & GOUGH, Box 159.” 

‘‘Washingeton, Pa., March 7.—I will meet 
you at Pittsburg, and will have what pro- 
visions I can secure at Finleyville when 
you arrive. J. B. AKIN.” 
Dozens of similar letters are received 
daily. 

Worse Than Coxey. 

Los Angeles, Cal., March 15.—The indus- 
trial army movement is creating consider- 
able sensation here. Over 800 unemployed 
organized a regimént several weeks ago, 
and expect to join their comrades from 
throughout the western states in March, 
and to march to Washington. They sent 
a delegation to the city council last night 
to obtain railroad transportation for the 
Los Angeles regiment to Washington. Gen- 
eral Frye, commander of the army, today 
sent notice to Secretary of War Lamont of 
the moving of the army, and inclosed its 
constitution and by-laws. A demand is 
made that Lamont order rations issued to 
the army from various posts, and provide 
transportation. General Frye significantly 
states that the army will number 3,000,600 
by the time it reaches Washington, and 
intimates that it will be just as well to 
accede to requests. — 

No Apprehension in Washington. 

Washington, March 15.—The war depart- 
ment officials have had no request for 
rations from any one connected with th 
Industrial League, which érganization is 
said to be contemplating a raid in force on 
Washington, and it may be safely pre- 
dicted that no such requisition is likely to 
be honored, if it is made. Of course the 
army officers do not relish the threat that 
the capital is to be overrun by a horde of 
unemployed and hungry people, as it would 
add greatly to the burdens of the relief 
organizations here. But, touching the im- 
plied threat of trouble and disturbance in 
store for the town if the extraordinary de- 
mands of the fomenters of this Industrial 
League movement are not granted, the 
army officers have no anxiety. Ever since 
the riots here in the seventies the war de- 
partment has realized the importance of 
having at hand a sufficient force to meet 
any emergency likely to arise, and they feel 
that there need be no fear of trouble from 
this last sensational movement. The sug- 
gestion was made jocularly, that it was be- 
lieved the authorities could deal better with 
the Industrial League than with the office 
seeking brigade. 

Going to Join Coxey’s Army. 

Newcastle, Pa., March 15.—The railroad 
men at Newcastle Junction, two miles south 
of here, say that almost every freight train 
that passes over the four roads centering 
there have from one to half a dozen men 
- on it, who claim to be on their way to join 
Coxey’s army at Massillon. Last night one 
of the yardsmen at the junction counted 
twenty-eight men on trains going through, 
all of whom made the statement that they 
were on their way to the army of peace.

For it was 
found that behind the bars of Fulton county 
jail was an organized band of counterfeit- 
ers. Deputy Marshal Sibley was detailed 
to make the arrest and armed with a war- 
rant of the United States court, he entered 
the jail. Johnson at first denied all knowl- 

of the affair and assumed an atti- 
tude of blissful ignorance.

RATLIFFE ON TRIAL 
oneessainapeenneniseeiensiaes 

For the Killing of Jackson—The Jury 

Complete, 

Kosciusko, Miss. March 15.—The noted 
case of W. P. Ratliffe, for the killing of 8. 
A. Jackson, on the 84 day of this month, 
came to trial this morning, and now occu- 
pies the public mind in this section to the 
exclusion of everything else, It is a trial 
that commands the public interest for more 
than one reason. First, it grew out of the 
intense political excitement, occasionally 
reaching fever heat, that has agitated the 
‘Country for the past two years. The de- 
fendant is one of the best known members 
of the populist party in Mississippi, while 
the deceased was a prominent democratic 
leader. The trial will be noted as being in 
accordance with the growing feeling in fa- 
vor of speedy trials and in line with Gov- 
ernor Stone’s recent suggestions to the leg- 
islators on this subject, It will pass into 
local history as a most important event, 
and for years it will be discussed in the 
state. The trial promises to stretch out to 
& great length, and may oeccupyathe entire 
remainder of the present term of court. 

W. P. Ratliffe, the defendant, appeared 
in the court room shortly ofter 9 o'clock. 


. He was neatly dressed in a long black coat 


and appeared very calm and composed. The 
confinement, however, had told on him a 
little, making him look pale and thin. The 
roll of witnesses was called and most of 
them responded to their names. The list 
w tong, comprising about 85 in all. The 
examination of jurors then began and occu- 
pied the remainder of the day, 

Under the laws of this state, strict qual- 
ifications are prescribed for jurymeg in ad- 
dition to the fact that the state and the 
defense have the right to precipitately re- 
ject twelve jurors each without assigning 
any reason. These circumstances may 
make the selectionwgf a jury in an impor- 
ta.ic Case a very difficult task, and the pres- 
ent Case was no exception to the rule. 

The attorenys on both sides were very 
keen and vigilant in passing upon, the ju- 
rors, and all about exhausted the right to 
challenge the special venire of ffty, men be- 
fore the full jury was secured. About 5 
o'clock both sides announced themselves 
satisfied with the jurors in the box and court 
adjourned until tomorrow morning, when 
the trial proper will be begun. It is a 
lamentable fact that politics is playing a 
very important part in the case. 

GETTING DULL IN HAWAII, 


The Political Excitement Is Dying Out 
on the Islands. 

Honolulu, March 8.—(Copyrighted 1894 by 
the United Press.)—San Francisco, March 
15.—Nothing eventful has occurred since the 
Australian steamer Warimoo sailed on the 
8d. In a conversation on the 7th instant 
with President Dole he strongly reasserted 
the opinion attributed to him by William 
Preston Harrison, of Chicago, that the 
cession of Pearl harbor to the United 
States was only temporary. By the terms 
of treaty of reciprocity the cession of the 
harbor is coterminous with the treaty, 
which either party will soon be at liberty 
to give notice of terminating. This was 
fully admitted by Mr. Bayard. Mr. Blaine 
subsequently negotiated a new treaty, 
making the céssion of the harbor perma- 
nent. This was defeated by Canadian in- 
trigue with Kalakaua. The claim of the 
United States therefore continues to be 
only a temporary one. The Hawaiian gov- 
ernment may sdon find itself at liberty to 
cede the occupancy of the harbor to Great 
Britain should the attitude of the United 
States be unfriendly. There is no treaty 
restrictions upon Great Britain or any 
other power to prevent thelr occupying a 
naval station in Hawaii with the consent of 
Hawaii itself. The preference of Hawaii is, 
of course, in close relations with the United 
States. If it ever actually occupied Pearl 
harbor or expended a large sum of money 
on it, continued President Dole, some sort 
ot a lien migtt itéreby be created, giving 
it at least a prior claim. This it have not 
done. 

President Dole said yesterday that Min- 
ister Willis maintained a friendly attitude 
toward the government. They were not 
disposéd to initiate any steps towards his 
withdrawal. Mr. Dole said that action 
would be taken at the council meeting this 
afternoon upon the proposed act, ordering 
a constitutiona? convention, which would 
doubtless then be presented. Final action 
would not be taken for one week more in 
order to give an opportunity for public 
discussion. The voters will be required to 
abjure monarchy and swear support to the 
provisional government and _ its legitimate 
succéssors. Delegates from each island will 
be voted for-in a body by each voter. 

A summary of Senator Morgan's report 
on the Hawaiian question was received on 
the sixth. It gave great satisfaction to 
the friends of the government and corre- 
sponding discouragement to the queen’s 
friends. Many expressed particular pleas- 
ure at Senator Morgan’s emphatic vindica- 
tion of ex-Minister Stevens, whose charac- 
ter is held by the provisionals in an esteem 
nearly amounting to veneration, They also 
express great pleasure at the annexation 
tone pervading the report. Al- 
tovether they may am said to be highly 
elated and saguine.

The government officers 
suspected him of being a traitor and pur- 
posely rendering the gun useless, 

The French warship Magon, on which 
Admiral da Gama sought refuge just prior 
to the surrender of the insurgent fleet, 
cruised off the coast for a short time and 
then, returned to port. She transferred Da 
Gama and eight other insurgent officers to 
a Portuguese warship and then put out 
again. Several hours later a French mail 
steamer was stopped as she was leaving 
port, probably because the federal authori- 
ties suspected that she carried the insur- 
gent admiral. Her captain proved to the 
satisfaction of the Braziltans, however, 
that none of the insurgents were aboard 
her. President Peixoto is considering 
whether or not he will demand from the 
Portuguese the surrender of Da Gama.

LARGE FIRE IN NEW ORLEANS. 
Burning of the Pickwick Clubhouse. 
Losses and Insurance, 

New Orleans, March 16.—The handsome 
Pickwick Club building, at the corner of 
Canal and Carondelet streets; was almost 
completely destroyed by fire this morning. 
There had been a meeting at the ciub last 
night, but only the manager, bookkeeper 
and porters were in the club at twenty 
minutes past 7 o’Miock today, when fire was 
discovered in the neighborhood of the 

kitchen, caused by an electric wire. 

An alarm was turned in as soon as the 
blaze was discovered, but before the de- 
partment reached the scene the flames had 
gained such headway that the building was 
doomed. The fire spread rapidly through 
the four steries of the club and then burst 
through the roof and not until 10 o’clock 
was the blaze under control. The building 
was four stories high, Norman largely pre- 
vailing in its architecture. It was built 
ten years ago of Philadelphia pressed brick 
with oolitic limestone trimmings, and was 
owned by A. & H. Herne, of Paris, and 
was worth $130,000. 

The furniture was valued at $40,000. Many 
valuable paintings and statuary were saved. 
The insurance on the building was $100,000; 
furniture $34,000. 

The total loss by the Pickwick Club fire 
furniture will approximate $100,000. On the 
stock and furniture the insurance carried 
was as follows: M. J. Smith, agency, $2,000; 
Phoenix Company, of Hartford, $6,009; 
Liverpool and London and Globe, $6,500; 
Home Insurance Company, $30,000. 

The building is insured for $100,000, as 
follows: Home Insurance Company, New 
Orieans, $25,000; Sun Insurance Company, 
New Orleans, $25,000; Scottish Union, of 
Edinburgh, $10,000; Queen of America, New 
York, $10,000; Mechanics and Traders’, of 
New Orleans, $5,000; Pelican, of Manchester, 
$5,000; Teutonia, of New Orleans, $5,000 and 
Home, of Atlanta, Ga., $5,000.

FACTS ABULT WALENMMELONS, 


Some Scientific Statements of Interest 
tv the Meion Growers, 

At the recent convention of the State 
Agricuitural society, Dr. George bk. Payne, 
the state chemist of Georgia, deliverea a 
most imteresilyg audress concerning the 
Watermeion. he Slulements contained in 
his brief address were of a pecuilariy in- 
teresting Nature, especiaily to meion grow- 
ers, and The Consutution has received sv 
many appiications for the address tnat Dr. 
rayue was requested to furnish a copy, 
Which is preseated as follows: 

Awvout the Watermelon, 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Geor- 
gia State Agricultural Society: Last sum- 
inew our witention was called ty 
a statement which appears to be pretly weil 
acknowledged as a tact, that watermelons 
cannot be successtully grown a second or 
third season on the same land, even with 
the use of fertilizers. A belief is entertain- 
ed by several growers with whom the matter 
was. discussed, that if the vines of water- 
melons were not allowed to wither and de- 
cay in the field, a good crop could easily 
be raised the second season; but even if the 
drainage water from such fields of decaying 
vines and melons, runs over land as yet 
unplanted in watermelons, the land so im- 
pregnated will fail to produce a crop if 
planted in melons the succeeding year. 
There are parties, however, who raise suc- 
cessive crops of watermelons on the same 
land season after season, with very small 
amounts of fertilizers. 

‘Thinking it might possibly be a deficiency 
in some particular fertilizing material which 
was quickly exhausted from most soils, 
a watermelon was reduced to ashes to find 
out how much available mineral matter is 
removed from the soil by a fair crop. 

“Burning a large watermelon to ashes 
would not be an easy job under any cir- 
cumstances, but when it must be done in 
a dish, holding only a small cupful—and 
not a drop of juice—not a single seed—nor 
a piece of rind must be lost, and not a par- 
ticle of foreign matter must get into the 
ashes from any source, it becomes indeed, 
quite an arduous matter. A fine, handsome, 
luscious watermelon is a very tempting arti- 
cle when sliced wide open on a hot day in 
July, but not a particle of it was tasted. 
The juice was evapoarted to a syrup, = 
syrup evaporated to dryness, and the resi- 
due burnt to ashes. The rinds were heated 
until thoroughly dry, when they would

$ fre and burn like so much wood 
arsed pulp, rind and seeds were fintlly re- 
duced to ashes and the ashes thoroughly 
mrhe melon selected weighed twenty-five 
and one-fourth pounds, and was a hand-

bdr haan go miles of Atlanta. The ashes ob- 
tained from this large melon would not 
make more than two heaping tablespoons- 
ful. They weighed a little less than two 
ounces. Over twenty-five pounds, or the 
bulk of the watermelon, consisted of the 
materials extracted from the air and soil 
water. It is not necessary to reproduce the 
many figures and calculations of the analy- 
sis. Only the lesson they teach will be 
briefly stated, and tor comparison will be 
given the amounts of phosphoric acid and 
potash taken from the soil by average crops 


of cotton and corn. A common yield of an | 


acre in cotton is 200 pounds of lint cotton 
and 400 pounds of seed, or 600 pounds of seed 
cotton, fifteen bushels of corn per acre 
is a frequent crup, and that of watermelons 
about half a carload. Upon such crops as 
a basis are the following figares calculated. 
Supposing that the cotton, cottonseed, corn 
and melons only, are removed from the 
field, and that the remaining part of the 
plants are plowed under, 200 pounds of lint 
cotton and 400 pounds of seed carry away 
from an acre of land four and one-fourth 
pounds of phosphoric acid—fifteen bushels 
af corn carry away *rom an acre of land 
six pourids of phosphoric acid—and half a 
ca¥Yload of watermelons carry away from an 
acre of land three and three-fo pounds

of phosphoric acid. This shows that tne | 


watermelon crop does not take away from 
the scarcely as much phosphoric acid 
as either the cotton or the corn. 

‘Pwo hundred pounds of lint «otton and 
400 pounds of seed carry away from an acre 
of land six pounds’ of potash. - 

“Fifteen bushels of corn carry away from 
an acre of land three and@ one-half pounds 
of potash. . 

“Half a carload of watermelons carry 
away from an acre of land seventeen and 
three-fourths pounds of potash. 

“This is dn immense quantity of potash 
removed by the watermelons, a8 much re- 
moved by the soil as would be carried away 
by thres crops ef cotton and cottonseed, or 
five crops af corn. If the cottonseed were 
raturned to the soiJ and only the lint sold, 
over thirteen crops of lint cotton would be 
required to remove as much potagh from 
the soil as the one crop of melons. 

“The nitrogen or ammonia removed from 
the soil by the melon Crop ie not as large 
as might be inferred, the juice only: con- 
taining about one-fiftieth of one per cent, 
the pulp about seven-fiftieths of one per 
cent, the rind about twelveefiftieths of one 
per cent, and the seed about one and one- 
fourth per cent of nitrogen. The juice con- 
stitutes about one-half of the melon, and 
the seeds are a very smal proportion. 

“A crop cf coftion and. cottonseed may 
remove twenty-nine popnds of nitrogen from 
an acre. 

|‘A crop of corn may remove about four- 
teen pounds; and a@ haif carload of melons 
about as mucn as the corn. 

“The great demand then upon the land is 
for potash. Some solls naturally contain 
much potash. Clay soil being formed by 
the decomposition of feldspar or granite con- 
tain more or less potash, those clays being 
richest in available potash wich have no* 
been too thoroughly leached. Sandy soils 
are not rich in potash, and 
when it is applied to them, 
it is readily leached out by the rains. The 
soils of the upper half of the state should, 
as @ cule, contain more potash than those 
of the lower half, as the clays of the lat- 
ter portion have been gubjected to more 
washing and transportation, and hence 
leaching. . 

“A common amount of fertilizer used to 
an acre of ground in Georgia is 200 pounds. 
Fertilizers average 10 per Tent available 
phosphoric acid and 2 per cent of potash; 
80 this would be an application of twenty 
pounds of available phosphoric acid and 
four pounds of potash, or, in other words, 
over four times as much phosphoric acid 
is put back as the watermelon takes off; 
yet it would take over four years of such 
fertilization to put back the potash taken 
away by the one single crop of melons. No 
wonder melons do not do well thus starved 
to death. 

“As potash and available phosphoric acid 
cost about the same, chemical manuring 
can be done much more advantageously 
and fully as cheaply by using more potash 
and less phosphoric acid. The potash should 
be used in the form. of sulphate of potash 
and not as chloride or muriate of potash, 
as the watermelon prefers the former, as 
there was only a minute amount of chlo- 
rides found in the watermelon upon analy- 
sis, but a considerable quantity of sul- 
phates. 

“The following is suggested as a formula 
for a watermelon fertilizer, which will fur- 
nish a liberal amount of potash and other 
fertilizing material per acre:

“Of course a much Jarger quantity van 
be used per acre if the land is well pre- 
pared and a large crop is desired. 

“M. Georges Ville, the eminent agricul- 
tural chemist of France, states as a general 
proposition: ‘Return to the soil by the aid 
of manure more calcic phosphate, potash 
and lime than the crops have taken out of 
it; restore to the soil about 50 per cent of 
the nitrogen of the crops.’ 

“The acid phosphate in the above formula 
furnishes ample calcic phosphate and lime. 

“Cotton seed meal can be usef@ in the 
above formula in th® place of blood. If 
this is done, the quantity should be doubled, 
as cotton seed meal contains only a little 
over half the percentage of nitrogen found 
in blood, 

“These investigations were undertaken iv 
the hope that they might be of some direct 
benefit to our people. : 

“If they should prove so, the time spent 
upon them, which was principally at night 
after office hours, will not be regretted.”
